So are 
wholesalers and jobbers and mil- 
lers. 

The state and federal govern- 
ments can and will deal only with 
properly organized bodies.

It is well that the feed dealers 
of Wisconsin and adjoining states 
are preparing to form an associa- 
tion for mutual benefit. The dan- 


gers encountered by such organi- 
zations are many. ‘Their own 
newness and strangeness are of- 
ten fatal to progress. 

It is a peculiarity of these bo- 
dies that the more successful mer-

All Progressive Retailers Expected At Meeting, June 22 
Committee Of Thirty To Hold Preliminary Session In May 


‘new retail feed dealers’ asso- 

ciation for the Central North- 

west are attracting widespread inter- 

est and a good attendance at the ini- 

tial meeting to be held at Milwaukee, 
June 22, is now assured. 

Sales representatives of the various 
mills and machinery manufacturers, 
who are continually in the territory, 
report that each issue of The Feed 
Bag is being eagerly read for details 
of the project and, unless they miss 
their guess, the Milwaukee meeting 
will be the best gathering of the feed 
trade ever held in this section of the 
country. 

Restricted To Retailers 

One of the features of the call, 
which is universally approved by the 
dealers, is the fact that membership 
in the association is to be restricted 
to bonafide retail feed dealers. This 
restriction is not meant to exclude 
dealers who operate small mills or 
who do a localized jobbing business. 
Practically all retail feed dealers are 
wholesalers in degree and all are elig- 
ible. 

In excluding established whole- 
salers, millers and manufacturers in 
the call, the Committee of Thirty 
thought only of preserving the homo- 
genity of membership in the new asso- 
ciation. The problems of the retailers 
are peculiarly different from those of 
the wholesalers and conflict of inter- 
ests is avoided by restricting the mem- 
bership to one class. 

Plea To Wholesalers 

The first call included a plea asking 
wholesalers and their salesmen to stay 
away from Milwaukee on the meeting 
day so as to give the attending re- 
tailers a chance to work out the prob- 
lems of organization without inter- 
ruptions. It now appears, however, 
that this plea will be disregarded. The 
Committe of Thirty, therefore, asks 
that all wholesalers who attend con- 
fine their visiting to hours when meet- 
ings are not scheduled, that whole- 
salers make no effort to attend busi- 
ness sessions, and that they co-operate 
with the committee in seeing that all 
retailers attend. 

Members of the Committee of Thir- 
ty believe they are not asking any- 
thing unreasonable in making this 
plea. Cheerful compliance, they

Program Still Undecided 

Many dealers have written the Com- 
mittee of Thirty, c/o The Feed Bag, 
asking for details about just what will 
be done at the meeting. At this time, 
however, it is almost impossible to 
answer that question except in a very 
general way. 

The first work, of course, will be 
the perfection of an organization.

The Committee of Thirty 
will hold a preliminary meeting, to 
decide on these questions as well as 
to prepare a constitution and by-laws 
for the new association, at Milwaukee 
this month. An almost 100 per cent 
perfect attendance of the Committee 
of Thirty is expected at this pre- 
liminary meeting. 

Your Suggestions Invited 

Before it makes its decisions, the 
Committee of Thirty is anxious to 
receive more letters from dealers tell- 
ng what they believe the purpose of 
the organization should be and 
whether a one or two day meeting is 
desired. If a two-day meeting is de- 
cided upon it is likely that the Com- 
mittee of Thirty will arrange discus- 
sion periods for the various topics and 
appoint leaders to conduct the discus- 
sion of each subject. It will be pos- 
sible to include more entertainment 
features in the program, too, if a two- 
day meeting is held.

fit, a 50 barrel flour mill, packer, pan- 
cake flour mixer, corn cutter and 
grader, and a vertical batch mixer. 

Electricity is used for power, the mill 
being equipped with five motors with 
a total of 85 horse power. The plant 
has a storage capacity of 1,000 barrels 
of flour, 200 tons of feed, and 6,000 
bushels of grain.

The entire advertisement is a beautiful piece of work, 
but we are not writing to tell you that. We only wish to 
emphasize the fact that business is all around the feed 
dealer, just as this advertisement proves it to be all around 
the automobile dealer. 

Do you sell the lubricating oil used by your patrons, the 
poultry supplies, the salt, the lawn and garden seeds, the 
fertilizer? If your answer is “no” to any one of these 

queries, ask yourself the question: “Why not?” 

Just to stock these commodities would not be enough— 
perhaps you have them in stock even now. The necessary 
thing is to CONVINCE YOURSELF that business IS 
all around you and then GO AFTER IT. 

The advertisement we have quoted from suggests a few 
ways to go after business. We have directed your atten- 
tion to these same ways before. Maintain attractive dis- 
plays in your warchouse, store and office; use the mails 
by sending your own quotation cards and circulars, etc., 
supplied by the mills and manufacturers, to your trade. 

Don't be afraid to suggest possible purchases of the 
things you handle to customers who come in your place 
of business to buy things they already know they need; 
and, when business is quiet, use the telephone while you're 

“sitting down to ask Mr. Smith if he couldn’t use a bag of 
fertilizer and Mrs. Brown if she couldn’t use one of the 
fine bags of fine flour you just received from the mill. 


THE CREDIT 
PROBLEM 


The credit problem is probably the great- 
est single difficulty which feed dealers 
face at the present time. Many retail 
dealers have accounts outstanding in amount far exceeding 
their capitalization. They are not equipped to carry the 
load. 

Feed dealers should not be expected to carry the load. 
Other retail merchants don’t do it and there is even less 
reason why the feed dealer should. When the grocer or 
hardware dealer orders stock he is not expected to pay 
for from 60 to 90 days after delivery, while the feed dealer 
pays for each car of flour or feed before he unloads it. 

The swelling of feed dealer book accounts began in the 
period of agricultural depression which followed the war. 
Many farmers were hard pressed and the feed dealer 
“didn’t have the heart” to refuse credit. Since then, the 
feed dealer hasn’t had the back-bone to ask for his money. 

Crops have been ood and feed sales have slumped. 
Dealers are unwilling to ask for what is rightfully theirs 
for fear of losing business. They shouldn’t be. If the 
farmers you carried when their business was poor, won't 
buy from you now when your’s isn’t the best, just because 
you ask them to pay their bills, they are undesirable. 

They should be just as undesirable to your competitor. 
Perhaps the new feed dealers’ association, which is to be 
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organized, will help all dealers realize this fact. A great 
work could be done in just this way alone. Too much must 
not be expected immediately, but we may expect some 
action toward the solution of this great credit problem. 


SELLING Many authorities 
FLOUR 


agree that the greatest 
reason for the decrease in flour consumption 
is the fact that bakers bread doesn’t taste as 
“good” as home made bread. Tests have proven the same 
people will eat twice as much home made bread as bakers 
bread. 

If this is true, it is time at least a few of the flour mills 
started supplying the grocer and dealer with advertising 
material tended to encourage home baking. There is much 
good material which could be developed for a campaign 
of this type. 

For one thing, home made bread is cheapest. Figuring 
flour at $10.00 per barrel and other ingredients at $3.00 ad- 
ditional, the housewife can bake 290 pounds of bread for 
$13.00 or 4.5 cents per pound loaf. This is just about half 
what she pays the baker for an inferior product. 

The main argument, however, would probably be that 
home made bread tastes better and is best for health. This 
cannot be disputed. The average baker buys long patents 
or straights and doctors them up with special preparations 
until the bread is sweet and lacks any real wheat taste. 

Housewives, on the other hand, put nothing into bread 
but flour, water, yeast and salt, and all the appetizing and 
health giving qualities-of the wheat are retained. Bread. 
is not hard to make, either, and the remainder of the sug- 
gested campaign would probably be directed toward con- 
vincing the public of this fact. 

There is no good substitute for real home made bread.

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No Feed Will Move Unless Pushed 
—Even Corn Gluten 


Good Feeding Results At Low Cost Bring Repeat Business 
And Fair Profits Selling Corn Gluten Feed, Dealers Say

NE day last spring I happened 
O to call on Orin Tryndal, the 

feed dealer at Loyal, Wiscon- 
sin, in charge of the Loyal Elevator. 
That particular day was typical of 
our spring days, so typical in fact 
that I was reluctant to leave the 
warmth and inviting comfort of Orin’s 
office. 

Orin started our visit by taking me 
through the warehouse. It was piled 
high with various sacked feeds some 
of which were not moving as fast as 
he wished. While he was showing me 
around the freight crew spotted a car 
at the warehouse door. I asked him 
what it was. 


Six Cars A Season 

“Gluten feed” he answered with a 
grin, “That makes my sixth car this 
winter.” 

Six cars of one certain feed in a 
town as small as Loyal is big busi- 
ness. I know many dealers who sold 
less than this of all their feeds com- 
bined, and on a very small margin. I 
asked Orin how he obtained this large 
turnover so we sat down near the 
stove in his office while he explained. 

“To begin with,” he said, “gluten 
feed only needs selling once. I know 
the man who takes out half a ton will 
come back for more. The price is al- 
ways right, too. With ordinary mixed 
feeds of 24 per cent protein selling 
for $45.00 and more I don’t have to 
argue very long to sell corn gluten 
feed. 

“Another selling point is the fact 
that gluten feed is really one of the 
highest quality feeds on the market 
today. Practically every car load 
analyzes from two to five per cent 
more protein than the guarantee calls 
for. This factor goes a long ways 
towards pleasing the farmer. When 
tests show corn gluten feed analyzing 
25 or 26 per cent protein, which most 
of it does, he feels that he is getting 
something for nothing. 

Makes Money for Dealers 

“Another big factor enters into sell- 
ing gluten feed that is particularly 
pleasing. Every car load of feed, no 
matter how little or how much it 
costs, yields practically the same mar- 


gin. I find it hard to buy a like quali- 
ty feed for as small an investment as 
I make in a car of corn gluten. The 
result is that my returns are larger in 
proportion to the money invested al- 
though the farmer pays no more. 

“T also have a larger turnover which 
means that my business is moving

and I don’t work at half capacity. I 
get my corn gluten feed direct from 
the manufacturers, if I desire, or buy 
from jobbers. It comes direct from 
its point of origination to my ware- 
house thus assuring the farmer of the 
lowest possible figure with no unnec- 
cessary leaks between the manufac- 
turer and farmer.” 
Customers All Repeat 

A customer came in and I took my 
leave. What I had heard was par- 
ticularly interesting to me for S. E. 
Wierman’s Sons, the dealers at Wal- 
do, Wis., had told me practically the 
same story. They also sell six or 
eight carloads every winter. 

After seeing these dealers and a 
number of others including E. J. 
Crane, who operates feed stores in 
five different towns, and Mr. Ebby, 
manager of Farmers Produce Co., 
Marshfield, Wis., I was convinced 
that corn gluten feed must surely de- 
liver the goods. These dealers all 
reported big sales, largely due to the 
fact that farmers who gave the feed 
a fair trial always came back for more. 
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This is one of the best tests of the 
true value of a feed. 
Best Values In Corn 

The good results accruing from the 
use of corn gluten feed are perhaps 
due to its makeup. It is the best 
feeding part of the corn kernel. The 
pure corn protein, the corn bran and 
the minerals of two and one-half tons 
of corn go into making up one ton of 
corn gluten feed.

Minneapolis, Minn. (May 3) With 
the passing of the month of April, the 
tight situation which has prevailed on 
bran for several weeks melted away. 
The late spring particularly in New 
England brought an insistent demand 
for spot shipment feeds during April 
and with production light the market 
was rapidly advanced, Just as soon as 
the demand from the eastern markets 
fell away, prices on bran eased at 
once. 


Although even now offerings for 
spot shipment bran are not heavy and 
held fairly steady, still future ship- 
ment stuff at appreciable discounts un- 
der spot. Bran for shipment prior to 
May 10 is offered at 75c to $1.00 under 
spot price, May bran at $1.50 to $2.00 
under spot. 


Middlings and the heavy feeds are 
slow sale with middlings still avail- 
able at quite a discount under bran 
and flour middlings are offered at 
practically the bran price. 


The position of bran even with the 
recent price reductions taken into con- 
sideration appears as untenable and 
indications are that a further drop in 
the market should take place. Most 
of the operators believe it will be a 
case of bran working down to mid- 
dlings rather than middlings and the 
heavy feeds advancing. 


The Kansas City jobbers have been 
active in offering some rather low 
priced feed for summer shipment. 
July-August-September bran was 
offered to Eastern points at a price 
which would figure less than $21.00, 
Minneapolis, 

The linseed meal market is. still 
tight but the mills at Minneapolis are 
gradually getting in better shape on 
their contracts, and practically all 
crushers are now in a position to of- 
fer limited amounts for prompt ship- 
ment. Although the average asking 
price of mills is $50.00, meal is avail- 
able from re-sellers at $49.50. 

Today, May 3, feeds in various posi- 
tions were offered as follows: spot 
standard bran, $25.50; first half of May 
standard bran, $24.50; all of May 
standard bran, $24.00; June standard 
bran, $23.50; spot standard middlings, 
$24.50; May standard  middlings, 
$24.00; June standard middlings 
$23.50; flour middlings, prompt or 
May, $27.00 to $28.00; red dog, $31.00 
to $33.00; linseed meal, $49.50.

MILLFEEDS Demand for millfeeds 
is slow. The country 
trade is taking a few mixed cars but 
practically all carlot sales are to the 
mixers. Supplies are light and equal 
to the demand and while no relief is 
in sight gradually lower prices are 
expected. 


FLOUR Flour trade was generally 

characterized as poor last 
month but country buyers were never- 
theless in the market for their usual 
quotas. All buyers, however, have no 
confidence in present levels and there- 
fore make purchases only to meet re- 
quirements refusing to anticipate their 
needs. The country trade does not 
seem much inte-ested in prices the 
new crop will bring. Some brands 
are reported hard to obtain because 
of light mill operations. 


WHEAT Winter wheat prices show 

a gain of about 7 cents per 
bushel in April, with hard winter sel- 
ling from $1.60 to $1.75 per bushel 
during the month. Red winter wheat 
and northern spring wheat sold at a 
premium over the hard winter. Some 
damaging drouth reports were re- 
ceived during April from the spring 
wheat territory, but winter wheat sec- 
tions report about normal for this 
time of year. 


CORN (Cash corn prices during April 

had a range in price of 68 
cents to 73 cents on No. 3 yellow 
corn in the Milwaukee and Chicago 
markets. Country offerings of corn 
were unusually light during April, but 
the corn that did move to terminal 
markets was of much better quality 


than the run during March. Early in 
the season the Iowa and Minnesota 
corn largely graded No. 5 and No. 6 
but during April, corn from this ter- 
ritory graded No. 3 and No. 4, with an 
occasional car of natural No. 2 corn. 


The trade is slow at tak- 
ing linseed meal at the 
present market. Crushers 
continue to report that they are well 
sold-up and indications are that there 
won't be much change in the market 
for the time being.

Low grade hay is hard to 
dispose of. Most hay coming in is of 
inferior quality. 
BARLEY Cash barley held steady 
during April, with malting 
barley selling from 70 cents to 74 
cents. Receipts were about normal 
with malsters paying top prices. 


OATS Not much fluctuation in oat 

prices during April. No. 3 
white oats sold from 41 cents to 43 
cents in Milwaukee and Chicago mar- 
kets. Movement from the farms was 
light most everyone holding 
higher prices.

RYE Cash rye prices followed the 

sharp fluctuations in wheat and 
show quite a wide range. No. 2 rye 
sales in Milwaukee and Chicago range 
from 83 cents to 93 cents. The high 
point was reached on April 19, and 
the low price paid April 3. Some few 
scattered sales reported for export, 
but nothing large in volume. 


SEEDS Greatest movement of seeds 

from the terminal markets 
to the country has been completed but 
grass seed, soybeans, etc., are still in 
transit. The seed houses are now pre- 
paring for their summer quiet, start- 
ing later this year due to the delayed 
planting season. 


COAL Usual summer coal prices 

prevail. All factors in the 
trade are making prompt shipments 
and lake transit coal is now being re- 
ceived at the docks. Indications are 
that this year will be a peaceful one 
in the coal industry.

R. KLINNER, prominent feed 
E dealer at Stetsonville, Wis.,
